Executive Summary  

 
Purpose: The MO HealthNet Pharmacy Program will implement a state-specific preferred drug list.  

  
Why Issue 
Selected: 

The exocrine functions of the pancreas include the secretion of an isotonic fluid that 
contains, among other things, pancreatic enzymes necessary for digestion. This fluid 
neutralizes gastric acid in the duodenum and achieves an appropriate pH for maintaining 
the activity of the enzymes. When this pancreatic function is lost, supplementation of the 
pancreatic enzymes is needed. Pancreatic enzymes are available in a variety of 
formulations and strengths. All formulations are measured by their content of amylase, 
lipase, and protease. In order to avoid gastric inactivation, enteric coatings and buffering 
may be used to deliver enzymes to the intestine. Pancreatic enzyme replacement 
therapy is indicated in patients with deficient exocrine pancreatic secretions, such as in 
cystic fibrosis, chronic pancreatitis, post-pancreatectomy, ductal obstructions caused by 
cancer of the pancreas or common bile duct and pancreatic insufficiency, and for 
steatorrhea of malabsorption syndrome and postgastrectomy.
